IN THE CLAIM : Claim 1 1 has been canceled due to nonelected without traverse dated 2/28/05. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



The closest art, Lin et al' 342 discloses sweeping (or applying pressure) the conductive paste 30 
with a squeegee 40 across the wet photoresist layer 15, forcing the conductive paste 30 into 
openings 20, and removing the excess conductive paste 30 off photoresist mask 15. Lin et al^ 
however, does not teach or suggest pohshing the conductive polvmer layer to remove excess 
conductive polymer material from a surface of the photoresist.
